placed at 22,317, being an increase of 2,018 
over 1883. 
Of the births in 1884, 17,866 
were males and 17,067 females, an excess 
of 799 of the male sex 
In 113 instances in 
the U tu rn s the sex is not reported. 
The 
num ber 
of . mal* tw ins 
was 351 and 
females- 1173, while of these, 38 males 
aud 50 females were born in Hennepin 
county, and 30 males and 34 
females 
iu ' Ramsey. 
Nine

bault and W atonwan counties, and three fe­ 
males in St. l/>uis county.

A properly developed, full-grown 
man weighing 154 pounds ought, ac­ 
cording to Prof. Huxley, to consume 
daily 5,OOO grains of lean beefsteak.

Irvine Finley and F ran k Becket testified to 
having heard Luffsey and com panions 
threaten De Mores’life. Justice M arkB ate- 
inan testified concerning the exam ination in 
his co u rt and his discharge of De Mores 
on the ground th a t Luffsey was killed in 
self defense and when rt Histing arrest. H ow ­ 
ard L ato n testified th a t he was sent by De 
Mores to meet Sheriff H arm on, w arn him 
th at the Luffsey p a rty would resist arrest, 
and advise him th a t De Mores and p a rty 
would prevent their leaving tow n. T hom as 
U arruthers, who was with De M ores’ p arty 
hut som e distance aw ay from the place 
where the firing began, testified th a th e sa w 
sm oke from the first shots, and they were 
fired by Luffsey anil com panions. 
M artin 
W adsw orth testified regarding O’D onncl’s 
q u a r r e l with De Mores. This witness h a d 
lieen dismissed, w hen Prosecuting A tto r­ 
ney Long of 
M andan 
called 
him 
to 
his side, and 
privately 
asked 
him lf 
lie 
was 
the 
W adsw orth 
who 
had 
accom panied W annegan to visit De Mores 
in jail. 
Being answered yes, Long then asked 
to lie perm itted to place W adsw orth again 
on the stan d . Objection w as made, and the 
court ruled th a t the witness could n o t lie 
placed on the stan d again unless he was 
called as a witness for the prosecution. 
Long undertook to sta te w hat he intend­ 
ed to prove, and was called to order, and 
ordered to tak e his seat, b u t continued 
speaking, w hen th e judge rigorously used 
his gavel, and threatened to com m it him 
for contem pt. In the course of his rem arks 
Long advanced close to the judge, and ges­ 
turing with his right hand near to the 
judge’s %'•**, said: 
lie ci.m ■ here unw illingly to perform offi­ 
cial duty. 
He had no feeling in the case. 
He only desired to see a fair and im partial 
trial. 
H eap p eared as a subordinate-offi 
cer of th e court, and w as here to assist in 
the enforcem ent of su b stan tial justice; th a t 
instead of the co u rt extending to him the 
aid and su p p o rt which he was entitled un­ 
der the law to exjieet, tho co u rt had uni­ 
formly, during the whole trial, sought 
to tie the hands of the prosecution and 
openly aided the defense; th a t I he court hail 
shown by its action in this case th a t it had 
determ ined to aid in the a cq u ittal of the de­ 
fendant, and th a t the court would not leave 
a stone unturned in the accom plishm ent of 
such acquittal; th a t the c o u rt throughout 
had show n a m ost m arked feeling in favor 
of the defendant an d against the prosecu­ 
tion; th a t the co u rt had sought a t every 
point to em barrass the prosecution and to 
aid in the a cq u ittal of the defendant. 
During all this tim e and for some tim e 
after, while Long was still talking, Judge 
Francis endeavored to silence him by the 
use of the gavel and by th re a ts to com m it 
him for contem pt, but Longdared the judge 
to com m it him aud talked himself out, 
when the judge ordered him in custody,*nil 
he was tak en to the tail building. 
The 
court then took a rec ss to 2 p. rn. 
During the recess dinner was sent to Long 
from the Sheridan house w ith a message to 
the effect th a t an apology for Ins conduct 
would la* accepted and it mini not lie abject, 
but lie mustex{ioet the court to pr* -erie its 
dignity a t all hazards. 
In jail Long said to 
a correspondent: 
I have done nothing to regret. 
I have 
only tri'-d to perform an official duty, and 
in the perform ance of th a t Judge Francis 
has abused me personally and insulted rue 
repeatedly profes-ionally. 
I shall stay Ie re 
until I am ordered out. 
I will ask no favors 
sr concession, and will g ran t none. 
I have 
no apology to m ake, and w ill m ake none. 
I m aintain th a t Judge Francis acted in a 
m anner mdiecoming the office ol a judge, 
and provoked me to say all th a t was said. 
When the court opened a t 2 p. rn., Long 
was brought iii and refused tv apologize.

Jum bo, the g reat elephant which B a r­ 
num purchased in England for $300,000, 
was killed half a mile east of St. Thom as, 
C anada, having lK*en run in to by a freight 
tra in while lieing led along the track by his 
keeper. 
D eath ensued half an hour after 
the accident. Ju m b o was a b o u t tw enty- 
one years of age, and was born on the west 
•oast of Africa. 
When a baby lie was cap­ 
tured and taken to P aris and kept for four 
years. 
He was purchased by and rem oved 
to the grounds of the Zoological Society of 
London, F'.ng., in June, 1865. He waa then 
four feet ten inches in height an d in poor 
health. 
He im proved rapidly under the 
treatm en t of Mr. Scott, his keeper, and was 
soon looked upon, owing to his great size, 
as a species of the extinct m astodon. 
At 
the age of twelve years lie was violently ill, 
and was thought by som e to be dead, but 
recovered. His favorite friends were chil 
dren, and ouce he was carrying a load of 
children in the garden when a little one got 
in his jiatli. The m onster stopped, rem ov­ 
ed the child to one side w ith his tru n k and 
moved on. 
He arrived 
in the United 
S tales in April, 1882, and has traveled 
ever since. Ju m b o had n o t atta in e d his 
full growth a t the tim e of his death, but 
was twelve feet high and weighed ten tons. 
The length of his tru n k was ten feet.

A recent work entitled “Old Tihies,” 
by John Ashton, is a m irror of Eng­ 
land, and in especial of its m etropo­ 
lis, a t the time of the French Revolu­ 
tion, and is calculated to give rise to 
abundant reflect ions on a century’s 
growth in civilizat ion. The open traf­ 
fic in government offices by advertise­ 
ment in the public prints is one of the 
m ost striking signs of corruption then 
existing in the civil service, while the 
gift to minors of offices in tie* army 
and the sale of commissions mark tie- 
scandalous condition of the British 
bulwark. 
“The Duke of York,” says 
the Times of March 20, 1705, “has 
ordered circular letters to be sent 
round to the colonels of regiments, de­ 
siring a return to b*- immediately 
made to his office of the number of 
captains in each regiment under twelve 
years of age, and of lieutenant-colonels 
under the ag** of eighteen!” Shocking, 
too, are the stories of kidnapping and 
crimping for recruits. A few weeks be­ 
fore, t he sa me paper had to tell of riots 
growing out of a -ergeant s having 
“ two women of the town genteel­ 
ly dressed tip for the 
purpose of 
inveigling young men into the house, 
which 
they 
styled their 
lodgings, 
where 
the deluded were 
instantly 
handcuffed, and, about three or four 
o ’clock iii the morning, sent off in 
coaches, hired for the purpose, to the 
country.” Similar atrocities on the 
behalf of the navy made life and js*r- 
sonal liberty insecure to all found 
abroad by the press-gang. Sailors 
were made so scarce by being taken 
from incoming and outgoing ships, of­ 
ten by riotous boarding, th a t on Ja n ­ 
uary 7, 17b4, “upward of sixty --ail 
of m erchant ships, bound to the West 
Indies and other places,” were detain­ 
ed in the T h a m e s . 
At Bow street, a 
year later, 
a 
m aster 
bricklayer 
“ brought his apprentice before the 
sitting m agistrate on a charge of hav­ 
ing stolen a scaffolding board, value 
under ninepence; he had his choice, 
either to enlist as a soldier or to la? 
sent

objected. The 
m agistrate 
then 
order***! a letter 
lo b e written to t he Regulating Cap­ 
tain, Tower

How­ 
ard E aton testified th a t he was sent by De 
Mores to meet Sheriff H arm on, warn him 
that the Luffsey party would resist, arrest, 
and advise him that- De Mores and party 
would prevent their leaving town. Thom as 
Carrutners, who was with De Mores’ party 
but some distance away from the place 
where the firing began, testified thathesaw 
smoke from the first shots, and they were 
iired by Luffsey and coinpunions. M artin 
W adsworth testified regarding O’Donncl’s 
quarrel with De Mores. This witness had 
been dismissed, when Prosecuting A ttor­ 
ney Long of 
M andan 
called 
him 
to

privately 
asked 
him if

accompanied W annegan to visit I)e Mores 
in jail. 
Being answered yes, Long then asked 
to !><■ perm itted to place W adsworth again 
on the stand. Objection was made, and the 
court ruled tlia t the witness could not be 
placed on the stand again unless he was 
called as a witness for the prosecution. 
Long undertook to sta te w hat he intend­ 
ed to prove, and was called to order, nnd 
ordered to take his seat, but continued 
speaking, when the judge vigorously uw*d 
his gavel, and threatened to com m it him 
for eon tem pt. Jn the course of his remarks 
Long advanced close to the judge, and ges­ 
turing witfe his right hand near to the 
judge’s fa* **, said: 
II c; n h* re unwillingly to perform offi­ 
cial duty, He had no feeling in the case, 
H<‘ only desired to see a fair and im partial 
trial. 
He appeared as a aub©rdinata,ofii 
cer of the court, and whs here to assist in 
the enforcement of substantial justice;that 
instead of the court extending to him the 
aid and support which he was entitled tin­ 
der the law to expect, the court had uni­ 
formly, during the whole trial, sought 
to tie the hands of the prosecution and 
openly aided t he defense; t hat the court bad 
shown by its action in this case th at it had 
determined to aid in the acquittal of the de­ 
fendant , and th a t thecourt would not leave 
a stone unturned in the accomplishment of 
such acquittal; th a t the court throughout 
had shown a m ost marked feeling in favor 
«*l the defendant and against the prosecu­ 
tion; that thecourt had sought a t every 
point to em barrass the prosecution and to 
aid in tlie acquittal of the d*fenda»it. 
During all this time and for some time 
after, while Long was still talking, Judge 
Francis endeavored to silence him by th<* 
use of the gavel and by threats to commit 
him for contem pt, but Long dared the judge 
to commit him and talked hi into If out. 
when t he judge ordered him in custody,a- d 
he was taken to the tail building. The 
court then took a recess to 2 p. m. 
During the r< cess dinner was sent to Long 
from the Sheridan house with a message to 
tins effect th a t an apology for his conduct 
would be accepted ami it need not be abject, 
but lie must expect thecourt t*> pr« -erveits 
dignity a t all hazards.

How It Differs from the Winter Weather 
New England. 
After Thanksgiving, winter. 
In the 
Atlantic States, east of the Hudson, 
f 
ood sleighing is expected at this date, 
lere nothing more than a few white 
I frosts indicate that winter has come. 
There have been frosts in the lowlands 
during the past week. 
Last night the 
frost crept up on the hillsides a little. 
The crystals lay on the plank side­ 
walks in the suburban towns, and 
sparkled as the rays of the rising sun 
touched them. 
For a moment or two 
there were millions of diamonds, then 
small drops of water, and then noth­ 
ing. 
But the frost makes crisp morn­ 
ings, and a coal or wood fire most en­ 
joyable 
morning and evening—the 
wood fire especially. 
Moreover, the 
frosts help to color the foliage, al­ 
though in this country the deciduous 
trees drop the greater part of their 
foliage before the frosts come. 
The 
r.oft maples, elms, white birches and 
locust trees, which have been natural­ 
ized here, for the most part, have cast 
their leaves. 
Yet the maple takes on 
a wealth of color before the leaves fall; 
no the frost does not do all the color­ 
ing. 
Even the eucalyptus, which casts 
its leaves at midsummer and continues 
dropping them until late in autumn, 
has a wealth of color which is hardly 
noticed. 
The coniferous trees prevail 
so largely in California that the high 
colors of deciduous trees which grow 
on the hillsides and mountain slopes of 
eastern states are rarely seen here. 
Yet in every dell after the first frosts 
have come in this latitude, one may 
find patches of color shading oft’ from 
gold to scarlet, with a great many sub­ 
dued tones, which artists, who are 
goxl colorists, do not fail to notice. 
The tirs and the pines clothe many of 
the mountains in eternal green. 
When 
they are bare, they are as desolate as 
in Spain until the vernal season sets 
in. 
The fir3? rains have already come. 
But the winter rains have not yet ap­ 
peared. 
Them is a -ort of hush be­ 
tween autum n and winter. 
If one 
goes to the wood, he will hardly hear 
any other sound 
than that of the 
harsh and obstreperous blue-jay. Here 
and there will be a tapping on the 
trunks, and an occasional squirrel de­ 
scends to sec what provision in the 
way of acorns there may yet be left on 
the ground. 
In the open, w here the 
ground is soft, there are the tracks of 
the sneaking coyote. 
Even owls cease 
in a measure to hoot in the winter 
season, and the mournful sound of 
doves has altogether ceased. 
A great 
silence has fallen upon the woods. 
There is hardly a singing bird. 
The 
linnets in the suburban gardens, which 
two months ago were so active in 
feasting on the ripe fruit, beginning 
w'lth cherries, and continuing until the 
last ripe pear had disappeared, have 
become silent also. 
No more songs 
and no more depredations, for the 
good reason that there is nothing to 
steal, and the pairing season has not 
begun. 
The w hite frosts are the fit- j 
ting introduction of winter. 
They 
precede the heavier rains. 
The trade winds have 
died o u t ; 
They will not prevail in this latitude ’ 
before the middle of next May. 
Some 
are unkind enough to say that it is a 
pity that they should ever prevail. 
But these winds are the Lord 8 scav- I 
engers, sent up as so many messen­ 
gers from the salt ocean to deliver the 
city from plagues and pestilence. San 
Francisco has not been a clean city 
from the dav of its foundation. There 
is Oriental dirt, and Occidental dirt. 
It has come to be a foreign city, i 
Merchandise fills the sidewalks, and 
iD many places crowds the pecestrian 
into the*street. 
Offal is throw n there, j 
The six m onths’ trade winds of sum­ 
mer and the six months’ rain are the 
two sanitary agents which keep watch 
and ward over the city, 
dangerous weeks of the year, on the 
score of health, are those when neither 
the trade winds nor the rains prevail. 
The winter season being less pro­ 
nounced in this latitude, there is less 
disposition to *tore up anything. 
All 
the season is open, and even now the 
bees are making houev, or are going 
to rob other hive*. 
They get a part 
of their honey honestly, and, as to the 
rest, they do m»t scruple to get it dis­ 
honestly.— Sun Francisco Bulletin.

Wines for Sacramental Uses. 
‘At least fifty thousand gallons of 
wine are consumed annually for sacra­ 
mental purposes in the United States, ” 
said a wholesale dealer in wines to a 
reporter for The Mail and Express. 
“ W hat kind of wine is preferred?” 
“The pure juice of the grape, free 
from alcohol, is demanded. 
Dry w ine, 
which ha» about 11 per cent of alcohol, 
also is sold for the church. 
The certi­ 
ficate of a priest as to the purity of the 
wine is often necessary before a brand 
can be sold. 
But let it once become 
popular and no m atter if a little al­ 
coholic adulteration creeps in, it i* 
never detected. 
Sweet wine has at 
least 20 per cent of alcohol, yet it is 
often sold for sacramental purposes. 
Fact is, the sweet wine is always the 
favorite until its alcoholic percentage 
is discovered. 
If all priests 
and 
preachers were ot the same nationality 
one brand of wine might do, but a 
French priest does not want the same 
wine as an Irish priest. 
Methodists, 
Episcopalian*, Catholics, and Baptists 
all desire different brands.” 
“ IIow do foreign wines sell?” 
“ It is a strange fact, but foreigners 
like American wine and drink more of 
it than the natives do. 
The average 
American, who drinks wine, thinks 
nothing is like the imported article, 
while tlie foreigner, who lias tried 
them both, prefers that made here. 
But since the prohibition question has 
started and several states have de­ 
clared for temperance, more wine is 
sold for sacram ental purposes than 
was ever known before. 
This gives 
the wine trade a boom. 
Evtfry whole­ 
sale dealer sends his circular to the 
prohibition states stating he sells only 
the pure juice of the grape for church 
services. 
Every drug-store in every 
village, hamlet, and town lays in a 
supply of sacram ental wine, and this 
year I predict that three times as many 
gallons will be sold for sacred pur­ 
poses as was last year. 
This will bring 
the figures up to 
150,000 gallons. 
When 
prohibition 
rules 
out 
malt 
liquors, then the pure wine is in de­ 
mand, and the drug-stores do a land 
office business.”—New York Mail and 
Express.

Speaking 
with Inm of the bad beer-drinking hab­ 
its of the English la bore rs, he said the 
great trouble was they would not use 
the beer in moderation. 
A moderate 
use of beer he thought might bo bene­ 
ficial to them. 
I asked him t<> tell me 
what his idea of moderation in this re­ 
gard was. 
He replied that in haying 
time, which in old as m New England 
is a period when the farm band is ex­ 
pected to work unusually hard, a la­ 
boring man ought lo be able to get 
along on a gallon of beer a day. 
If 
the men would put up with about that 
quantity beer would not hurt them.

ance views I afterward heard ad- 1 great eal more, in 
vanoed by other 
quite 
intelligent 
trances of her 
English farmers. 
In giving the state­ 
ment of the vast number of arrests for 
drunkenecss that are annually made 
in England, an American ought to re­ 
member that laws are probably more 
strictly enforced iu England than in 
any other country on the face of the 
earth. 
I found that many 
English 
laborers seemed to live almost entire­ 
ly on beer. 
A very little bread and a 
large amount of beer seemed to make 
up their daily sustenance. 
I remem­ 
ber seeing an English laborer, who 
hatl himself abandoned its use, hold­ 
ing up before me a very small loaf of 
bread—a loaf about the size of a coff ee- 
cup—and exclaiming: 
“ See this, one 
of our hard workers will make & day's 
food of this, it you will give him beer 
enough to go with it.” 
I used fre­ 
quently to see these beer-drinkers sit­ 
ting in the taprooms at all times of 
the dav, but they were most in the 
habit of swarming into ttiese places 
at night. 
It is often the custom for a 
little clique of British workmen to sit 
down around the plain pine table in 
the beer-house and begin tiie evening 
by ordering a quart pewter pot of 
beer between them. 
They pass this 
around from mouth to mouth with a 
“ drink, m ate,” chatting tiie 
while. 
When the mug is exhausted it is, 
“Here, missus, another pot of beer;” 
aud so they keep it up until the even­ 
ing is over. 
The quantity of beer an 
English workingman will get away 
w ith is certainly astonishing. 
A Bed­ 
fordshire man told me ot a neighbor 
of his wrho was what tliev there termed 
a “ bread-and-eheese carpenter,” o ra 
“ follow-the-field carpenter,” that is, 
a carpenter who has no regular job of 
his own, but who did odd jobs at his 
trade but of doors; who made a regu­ 
lar practice of drinking ten quarts of 
beer a day. 
He would do this year in 
and year out and keep steadily at his 
work.— Boston Commercial Bulletin.

that the prince arrived there early in 
spring and staid until the end of 
autumn. 
It made the members of tiie 
orchestra very unhappy to be so loti" 
awav from their families, and Haydn, 
who had plenty of leisure for composi­ 
tion and musicians enough to perform 
his works, was the only happy one. 
He loved and sympathized with the 
men, and at last he wrote for them his 
“ Farewell Symphony.” 
They 
were 
very home-sick, and, as the prince 
showed no signs of leaving, Haydn hit 
upon this novel plan to make him re­ 
turn. 
In this farewell symphony the 
instruments, one by one, cease playing. 
At its performance in the prince’s the­ 
ater, as soon as a musician stopped, he 
left the stage. 
The prince showed his 
appreciation of the music, and tho 
joke by returning to Vienna and allow­ 
ing the musicians to return to their 
homes.— '•‘■From Bach to Wagner,’ by 
Agatha Tunis, »?* S t Nicholas for June.
